Lansing, Mich., Jan. 16—(ZP)—A 
movement to disregard Governor 
Green’s income tax proposal and 
destroy the limits Axed by his blan­ 
ket appropriation bill may arise in 
the legislature to challenge the ad­ 
ministration p'ana. 
Leaders in the attempt are bas­ 
ing their arguments upon a plea 
for retention of the time-honored 
property tax as the basis of reve­ 
nue. 
They would ignore the ad- 
m et hod of* e p p v w h 
wo*i<L 
appropriation bill and 
valueless and that ha would m ake^iW fW **M easures covering a< M- 
lits decisions purely on the basis 
of efficiency or special qualifica­ 
tions. 
But tho word bas 
been

pective ambassador.

Aside from the 
congressional 
pressure there is an extraordinary 
am ount of activity in the little

No Improvements Listed. 
Among those back of the move­ 
ment are several members of the 
Wayne county delegation 
and a 
sprinkling of 
out-state 
members. 
They claim the governor’s income 
tax proposal and the flood of sub­ 
stitute suggestions it has provoked 
are causing confusion. 
The prop­ 
erty tax could be held to $22,000,000 
or $23,000,000. as compared with 
$24,500,000 last year, and still pro­ 
duce ample funds for hospital and 
other institutional improvements, 
they contend. 
The administration appropriation 
bill, calling for nearly $68,000,000 
for the two-year period, makes no 
provision for improving state hos­ 
pitals. the 
university, 
Michigan 
State college, normal schools. Col­ 
lege of Mines or 
the 
Soldiers' 
Home from the regular state tax. 
Their improvements under the gov­ 
ernor’s plan, would be contingent 
upon 
tho 
adoption

sources of revenue. 
Increase Only Slight. 
In submitting his appropriation 
bill, the governor said items in it 
might be cut, but could not be ma­ 
terially increased and still remain 
within his finance plan. 
The state tax this year is $2», 
500,000. During the next two year* 
the governor 
would cut 
this to 
slightly less 
than $20,000,000 
a 
year but would raise $23,OOO,OO© 
from the lucerne tax in the next 
quadrennium 
The state property 
tax is ubout IO cents on the dollar 
of 
property 
taxes 
paid. 
Lo ©a I 
taxes iuuko up the rout. 
An in­ 
crease of $2,000,000 or S3,COO,OOO 
would not be felt by the individual 
tax payers, proponents of the plan 
argue. 
Items in the administra­ 
tion “regular” 
appropriation 
bill 
could be slashed to make up a total 
fund available for improvements 
of $4,000,000 to $5,000 OOO a year 
and the etui© tax still could be 
held to $23,000,000, they iuslst.

FIND BODY OF 
MISSING MAN 


U. P. Trapper Wounded 
by Gunshot; Took 
Own Life, Belief 


Marquette, Mich.. Jan. 16— (ZP) 
— The body of a trapper Martin 
Norr,

since Jan. 5 was 
found 
today 
buried in the snow near the 
vil­ 
lage of Birch, thirty miles south 
of here, by a party of state trap ­ 
pers and police officers sent 
to 
look for him. Part of his 
head 
and one leg had been blown away 
by shot gun charges. 
The theory advanced by police 
is that Nohr. wounded in his leg 
by accidental 
discharge 
of his 
•tngle-barrel shot 
gun. 
feared 
death 
by freezing and took 
his 
own life. 
In searching for Norr. the po­ 
lice and state trappers were led 
to the body by the tracks of his 
dog, which 
evidently 
lingered 
near its m aster after he died. 
The body was found by Corp 
Joseph Priestas of the state 
po­ 
lice who saw a mound 
of snow 
near one of N orr’s traps 
on a 
Jiff. An inquest 
will 
be 
held 
here tomorrow.

Like the treaty, ratified yester­ 
day, the cruiser bill was describ­ 
ed by the first senator to speak 
upon it as a 
measure 
with

peaceful purpose. 
Senator Swan­ 
son of Virginia. 
Democrat, de­ 
clared it really held out the olive 
branch of peace. 
The Virginian 
expressed the belief that it might 
be an object lesson to Great Bri­ 
tain and result In further moves- 
for arm s limitations. 
The house received 
from 
Its 
appropriations 
committee 
the 
supply bill for the various inde­ 
pendent offices 
of the 
govern­ 
ment, including 
the 
Veterans 
Bureau, 
which 
was 
allotted 
$499,975,000 to handle the prob­ 
lems of world war veterans and 
-(hers who come within its Jur­ 
isdiction. 
H ear Coal Operators. 
Action in the senate was not 
confined entirely 
to the treaty. 
Senator Sheppard, of Texas, au­ 
thor of the prohibition 
amend­ 
ment, was given time to apeak la 
commemoration of the tenth an­ 
niversary of th© law 
w'hich he 
said was “ forever anchored in the 
heart and purpose of Almighty 
God ” 
The committee 
activity 
cen­ 
tered largely around

hearings on tariff revision. Safe­ 
ty razor blades and small arms 
occupied a prominent place In the 
discussions. 
The senate Interstate commerce 
committee heard

Alfred M. Llveripht, for the oper­ 
ators, and C. S. Duncan, an econ­ 
omist, speaking for the railroads, 
described the measure as uncon­ 
stitutional.

introduced a bill to repeal

flexible provisions of the tariff 
act and to revise generally the 
functions of the tariff commis­ 
sion. 
He w'ould place the duty 
of deciding tariff m atters in the 
hands of an independent commis­ 
sion of twelve men directly res­ 
ponsible to congress instead of 
to the president.

1930 was introduced 
by R e p r e ­ 
sentative Hamilton Fish, Repub­ 
lican.

SMITH APPEALS 
TO DEMOCRATS 


Unsuccessful 
Presiden­ 
tial Candidate Asks De­ 
ficit Be Wiped Out 


REGROUPING 
OF COUNTIES 
IS OPPOSED 


C O N S O L I D A T I O N 
PLAN IS FOUND UN­ 
SATISFACTORY 


New York. Jan. 16—(ZP)— A lf led 
E. Smith, recent Democratic pr«*«i- 
dentin! candidate and former gov­ 
ernor of New York, appeal to Hie 
rank and file of the Democratic 
party by radio tonight to help raise 
the $1,500,000 deficit that stands 
js an aftermath of the “happy war­ 
rior’s" defeat. 
He spoke over a 
coast-to-coast hookup of 30 stations, 
under tile auspices of the national 
committee. 
Mr. Smith announced his con­ 
tribution would be the gift to the 
Democratic committee of his cam­ 
paign speeches, for which he said 
he has several offers from publish­ 
ers. A bound copy of the speeches, 
illustrated with photographs takeu 
on his campaign tours and pub­ 
lished by the national committee 
with no profit for the former gov­ 
ernor, will be sent to each con 
tra ito r who sends in $2 or mure. 
Lose Interest Quickly. 
In making his appeal for funds, 
the former governor seconded re­ 
cent assertions of Governor Frartk- 
lin D. Roosevelt that the Democra­ 
tic: party needed more consistent 
national publicity 
between 
cam­ 
paigns. 
• immediately following every na 
tional election." he said, “there is 
always apparent a general lack of 
interest in the welfare of our party. 
It has been the habit of the Demo­ 
cratic party to function only six 
months in every four years. 
This 
is demonstrated by the fact that 
no attempt was made to liquidate 
the deficient left from the national 
campaign of 1924 until the spring 
of 1928. 
When 
the 
Democratic 
party finds itself facing a national 
convention, 
it 
begins 
to 
shop 
around the country for the place 
likely to put up the most money 
toward liquidation of the deficit. 
Party Has Strength. 
“More than that, It has been the 
custom right along to 
have 
the 
party deficit taken care of by a 
comparatively small group of peo­ 
ple. and usually Hie small group 
has un interest in some particular 
candidate. 
This I hold to be an 
unwholesome condition for any po­ 
litical party. 
It tends to place too 
much 
power 
exactly 
where 
it 
should not be—in the hands of the 
few.” 
The governor urged 
that 
the 
Democratic party be a progressive, 
militant party and pointed oui the 
need of a minority party under a 
system of government such as that 
of the United Stutes. 
A political 
party, he 
asserted. 
“that polls nearly 16 million popu­ 
lar vottes, should be a tremendous 
factor in the p ol iti cs of the coun­ 
try, aud the strength and force of 
that great body should not be lost 
by failure to maintain an organisa­ 
tion which would enable them to 
make themselves heard and felt in 
Hie affaire of our nation.”

“ Local taxes in the 
tow’nships and villages constitute 
the battle ground on which we 
must fight.”

The Army hitherto has been led 
and controlled alm ost exclusively 
by the Booth family. 
It had been 
thought possible th at if things took 
a norm al course the General might 
name his wife or 
his 
daughter, 
Commissioner Catherine, 
as 
his 
successor after his death. 
From the statem ent issued to 
the press last night by General 
Booth and from other sources it 
was gathered th a t a court battle 
might be expected before the gen­ 
eral would relinquish his office at 
the command of tho council. 


General William, Bramwell Booth 
succeeded his father, General Wil­ 
liam Booth, the founder 
of 
the 
Army, on his death in 1912. 
He 
had become an officer In 1874 and 
from 1880 until he was m ade gen­ 
eral he was chief of staff. 
He becam e ill last spring and 
was ordered to rest, although his 
condition did not become serious 
until some months later. 
The high 
council of tho Army had been in 
nominal existence for 24 years but 
had never been called. 
On Novem­ 
ber 15 it was summ oned for the 
present meeting. 
The council was called not only 
to decide the question of leader­ 
ship but also to consider general 
reforms in the organization of the 
Army. 
Its first move for the re­ 
moval of General Bramwell Booth 
was to send a deputation to his 
Southwold cottage to request his 
resignation. 
The general took several days to 
consider and then in a secret m em ­ 
orandum refused, adding that the 
council had no power to remove 
him for any cause other than spirit 
ual and contending th a t the pres 
ent action was based solely on bis 
physical condition. 
He said be had 
been given reason to hope he might 
be restored to complete health.

U. S. Forester Explains 
Federal Work in U. P. 


Local Men Serve 
aa Federal Court 
Jurors at Sault 


Marquette, Jan. 16—A detailed 
explanation of the United States 
forestry bureau's plans and policies 
for development of national forest 
units in the upper peninsula was 
given at the Marquette club to of­ 
ficers and directors of the Upper 
Peninsula Development Bureau by 
E. W. Tinker, of Denver, Colo., 
U. S. forester who has been put in 
charge of the lake states district, 
comprising national forest areas in 
Michigan. Wisconsin and Minne­ 
sota. 
Mr. Tinker pointed out that more 
than 700,000 scree of upper penin­ 
sula 
nonagricultural 
land 
have 
been approved 
for 
purchase 
in 
three areas designated as national 
forest units and stated that while 
the present boundaries might be 
changed somewhat as land pur­ 
chases are effected, the federal de 
partment’s program for Michigan 
has been rounded out. 
Plan Intense Operation. 
Development of the upper penin­ 
sula units will be carried on rapid­ 
ly as congressional appropriations 
for land purchases will permit. Mr. 
Tinker asserted. 
He 
said 
that 
after the land has been purchased, 
the first step by the forestry bureau 
would be in the direction of forest 
fir© protection. 
Forest rangers will 
be employed, fire towers erected 
and adequate 
modern 
equipment 
provided to c a r y out efficient fire 
protection, he said. 
Mr. Tinker explained the federal 
department's policy 
of 
selective 
logging and sale of 
timber 
cut 
from national forest areas. 
Mature 
timber will be cut and sold in these 
areas, he said, but the process will 
be such that immature timber will 
not be damaged and the timber 
crop will be continued. 
He de­ 
clared that under the federal sys­ 
tem of timber cutting in national 
forests, the operations can be car­ 
ried on profitable under contract* 
by private operators. 
To Do Extensive Planting. 
Practically all land in the forest 
units is unfit for agriculture and 
extensive tree-planting will be car­ 
ried out on cut-over areas 
suited 
for that purpose. 
About 
10,000 
acres are being planted annually 
at present, he said. 
Mr. Tinker declared there is no 
foundation for the allegation that 
setting aside large areas as na­ 
tional forest* means economic loss 
to the counties 
in which 
these 
lands are located. 
He admitted 
that 
temporarily 
the 
counties 
would suffer a loss in tax receipts, 
but declared that eventually the 
income to the counties from timber 
sales would more than offset reduc­ 
tion in tax income. 
He pointed out that 36 per cent 
of the revenue from timber sales 


ment to co-operate with states in 
the protection of game within the 
forest reservations. 
He stated, also, that the govern­ 
ment would spend a certain amount 
of money for every acre included 
in a national forest for the building 
and maintenance of roads within 
those areas. 
Mr. Tinker said it had not been 
decided where 
his 
headquarters 
would be in the lake states dis­ 
trict, but that it probably would 
be located as near as possible to 
the geographical center of the dis­ 
trict.

TH E KELLOGG TREATY, out­ 
law ing war, has been ratified by 
the United States senate.

K ellogg treaty was worthless be­ 
cause it set up no means of en­ 
forcing the agreement.

oth e r treaty. 
Plenty of interna­ 
tional compacts became “scraps 
of p ap er” during the world war.

I refer to our sys­ 
tem of distribution. 
You cannot 
convince 50 per cent of tho retail­ 
ers of tliin country th a t they have 
in recent years attained a high­ 
er standard of 
living, 
because 
’hey have not. 
“Thanks to tho recent Census 
of Distribution we now have tile 
figures on retailing in l l of the 
important cities of * tie country 
which are representative of 
the 
whole. 
They show 4 6 per cent 
of tho Individual retail stores ii 
’his country are makin g sales of 
less than $16»» a week. 
Assum­ 
ing that it were possible to sell 
their goods at 20 per cent over 
cost, th a t would leave only $3 7 a 
week to cover all operating ex­ 
penses, including salaries, light 
rent, heat, and other 
overhead 
Obviously, this is an impossible 
situation; hut, as a m a tte r of fact 
nearly half of the independent r e ­ 
tailers today are trying to oper­ 
ate on that volume of 
business. 
Moreover, one-third of all retail­ 
ers are not averaging gross busi­ 
ness of more than $45 a week. 
Again, assuming a 30 
per 
cent 
mark up on all goods, which is of 
course large, these stores would 
have only $10.40 a week to pay 
all operating expenses, wages, etc. 
Certainly, for one-third of our re ­ 
tailers there is no such thing as 
a higher standard of living. There 
is not even any kind of a living. 
“ This does not mean there 
is 
no money to he m ade in retailing. 
On th e contrary, t h e chain stores, 
the 
well-managed 
departm ent 
stores, and the efficient independ­ 
ent stores are m aking good prof­ 
its. 
The crowded condition of re­ 
tailing has come about through 
the establishment of hundreds of 
small 
stores 
by 
Inexperienced 
men on shoe-string capital. 
For 
some reason or other everybody 
fancies himself capable of r u n ­ 
ning a store. 
Wholesalers and 
jobbers are largely to blame for 
encouraging these hundreds 
of 
individual 
stores 
which 
never 
have had a chanco 
of 
success 
from the moment they are s t a r t ­ 
ed. 
The failure statistics clear­ 
ly show that such businesses are 
profitable neither for th e 
man 
who operates them, nor for the 
m anufacturer or wholesaler who 
supplies them. 
It is a serious 
m atter to the wholesalers 
and 
manufactu rers alike if one-third 
of our present outlets are dost in 
cd to failure. 
It behooves them 
to study this retail situation more 
closely. 
“ The enormous growth of (he 
chain stores was really forced by 
tho economic conditions existing 
iii retail trade. 
Confronted with 
the surplus of stores for tho avail­ 
able market, somo 
enterprising 
b a l l e r s took the* 
only 
course 
’!:-*y caw' available to m ake prof- 
i*s— namely, to cut costs by es- 
t a (dishing chain stores with larg­ 
er buying power aud greater vol­ 
ume of sales at lower prices. H a v ­ 
ing achieved such marked 
suc­ 
cess in this direction the 
chains 
are expanding at a tremendously 
rapid rate, thereby further 
ag­ 
gravating the over crowded con­ 
dition 
The 
chains, 
however, 
have large capital, trained per­ 
sonnel. and 
efficient 
operating 
methods, and are not the 
ones 
who are Buttering from this con­ 


dition. 
Today 50 per cent of the 
boots and shoes and hats 
and 
•aps a re sold in chain stores; 45 
per cent of the butter and eggs; 
40 per cent of tho groceries; 30 
per cent of the drugs; 
35 
per 
cent of the furniture: 31 per cent 
of the coal, wood, and ice; 29 per 
''eat of the electrical appliances; 
27 per cent of the candy; and 26 
per cent of tho musical 
in s t ru ­ 
ment s. 
"T h o large, weil managed 
de­ 
partment. stores 
have succeeded 
in maintaining their position, but 
even iii this field there is a g ro w ­ 
th m ovem ent to 
create 
great 
•bains. 
Already 3 3 per re n t of 
the departm ent store business Is 
lone by chain department stores. 
We have recently seen the f o rm a ­ 
tion of a now nation-wide chain 
of this kind with tremendous re­ 
sources and buying power. 
Tile Wholesalers' Dilemma. 
“ Wholesalers are just now be­ 
coming fully aware of the 
fact 
that their business with the h u n ­ 
dreds of small Ill-managed retail 
stores, which In many instances 
’hey were instrumental in es ta b ­ 
lishing, is not profitable. 
Instead 
it is costing th em money. 
The 
wholesalers’ problem is not too 
many wholesalers but too 
manyi 
retailers. 
A recent study of 
a 
typical wholesale house showed 
that nearly half of its num ber of 
orders were for less 
th an 
$10 
'•neb. 
These small 
orders 
ac­ 
counted for but 12 per cent of the 
’otal volume of business and rea l­ 
ly represented a net loss. 
The 
only profit producing business in 
the wholesale trade Is 
on 
the 
larger order such as a successful 
and 
firmly 
established 
retail 
store is able to give. 
Wholesal­ 
ers are also learning th a t 
they 
must take a leaf out of the hook 
of the chain store and simplify 
their stock. 
It is a 
fact 
that 
chain store warehouse stock has 
a turn-over three times as great 
as that of th e average wholesal­ 
er. 
Rapid turn-over means prof­ 
its, and slow turn-over, in 
this 
day of competition, means losses. 
Many wholesalers are 
carrying 
unprofitable lines and 
do 
not 
know it. 
“ Another thing th a t th e whole­ 
saler will have to do if he is to 
continue in business is to careful­ 
ly select his customers. 
T he old 
practice of setting up every ‘Tom, 
Dick, and H a r ry ’ in business in a 
little store, merely to sell them 
an insignificant hill 
of 
goods 
m ust be discontinued. 
F u r t h e r ­ 


more, th e wholesaler m ust a n a ­ 
lyze his retail market and find 
out in what localities it is possi­ 
ble for the retailer to succeed 
There are literally hundreds 
of 
stores in existence today 
which 
are not justified by the consum ­ 
ing dem and in 
their 
localities. 
When a chain store finds one of 
its units operating 
unprofitably 
it quickly finds 
out 
what 
the 
trouble is. 
If the 
investigation 
reveals that th e location should 
never have been selected It 
is 
promptly discontinued. 
On 
the 
other hand, the small in depend­ 
ent worries along in this hopeless 
situation when he would be far 
better off in soma other location 
or in some oth er line of business. 
The short-sighted scramble 
for 
volume which leads jobbers and 
wholesalers 
to 
encourage 
the 
starting of so many unnecessary 
retail stores is now coming back 
upon them as a boomerang. F u n ­ 
damentally the situation th u s cre­ 
ated brought into existence 
th e 
wholesalers’ greatest competitor, 
the chain store. 
Now h e finds 
himself faced with the loss 
of 
possibly one-third of 
his ^Inde­ 
pendent customers, and also su b ­ 
ject to a constant short-clrciliting 
of his whole economic 
function 
by tho chain store. 


Suggestions fo r H elping 
D istrib u to rs. 
"T he question may 
well 
be 
asked: 
‘Now that we know just 
what are the problems confront 
Ing wholesalers 
and 
retailers, 
what can be done about It?’ 
If 
anyone knew some cure for 
all 
these troubles he would indeed 
have the business world a t 
his 
feet. 
Frankly, I do not believe 
there is any single solution to the 
question. 
Economic 
law 
will 
have to work out its processes, as 
it always does, along th e line of 
th e survival of the fittest. 
This 
weeding-out process Is going on 
and in time will no doubt elim in­ 
ate the surplus of Inefficient and 
incompetent distributors. 
T h ere 
are, 
however, 
certain 
policies 
which 
if 
generally 
followed, 
could alleviate the situation. 
"Tho wholesaler should: 
( I ) 
Carefully select 
his 
customers. 
(2) Stop going after tho small, 
unprofitable orders. 
(3) 
Study 
his sales territory and 
restrict 
sales efforts to 
regions 
w here 
they are profitable. 
(4) At least 
consider the wholesale cash an d 
carry policy which has been 
so 


successful in certain p a r ts of the 
country. 
“The 
retailer 
sh ould : 
( I ) 
Look the facts In th e face re g a rd ­ 
ing his own business and if it Is 
unprofitable find o ut why. 
If 
the cause cannot be removed he 
should go into some o th e r line of 
business. 
(2) 
T h ere a r e certain 
methods of improving efficiency 
and cutting costs t h a t the 
re­ 
tailer can learn from th e chain 
stores. 
On the o th e r hand, 
he 
should not try 
to 
Imitate 
the 
chain store in elim inating all ser­ 
vices to customers; unless he is 
prepared to join a chain system 
and go on a strict cash-and-carry 
basis. 
Experience 
has 
shown 
that an individual cash-and-carry 
program, without buying 
power 
sufficient to substantially reduce 
prices is not generally sncroesful. 
(3) The 
Independent 
retailer 
should do everything in his pow­ 
er to build up th e good will of his 
customers. 
T h a t is t h e one big 
asset which th e chain store ca n ­ 
not take from him. 
His person­ 
al relation to t h e com m unity is 
one of the Im portant advantages 
he possesses over his chain rivals 
Business as recorded by t h e Bab- 
sonchart Is still ab o u t 5 per cent 
above normal com pared with 
2 
per cent below no rm al this time 
last year."
